Museum Official Predicts 'Most 


Remarkable Development 


In History.' 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—America 


is on the verge of the most""r£ 
markable development in the his- 
tory of art, declares H. W. Kent, 
Secretary of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, in his annual sum- 
mary of the year's artistic achieve- 
ments and promises. 


The revolution which he pre- 


dicts is the putting of art on a 
democratic 
basis, 
through the 


combined influence of American 
mass production and the general 
growth of culture resulting from 
American emphasis on universal 
education. 
' 


'This does not in any sense im- 


l ply a cheapening of art," says Mr. 
; Kent in the Woman's Home Com- 
panion. "It means rather an en- 
riching of our national life. The 
woman who shows interest and 
taste even in the selection of pots 
and pans is today exercising an 
artistic appreciation which will 
demand increasingly lovely things 
for its satisfaction. 


"Art is just as inevitable and as 


natural a human expression as 
language or music, and as such it 
must be Beared to the present if 
it is to serve the present We are 
now living in an exciting day and 
generation, and we can no more 
relegate our artistic expression to 
the museum aiJd forget it than we 


i can dismiss language as vsome- 
I thing which affects only the gram* 
manans. 


"Much of the present confusion 


of thought is cleared up if we 
substitute for 'modern art' the 
more exact term 'contemporary 
design.' The aim of art Is to de- 
sign things in keeping with the 
life we are living rather than 
merely to create a new artistic 
pose. Indeed, the great strength 
of the present movement lies in 
! its sincerity, its la'ck of artificial- 
ity and its directness of purpose."
